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To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit, as Presi- 
dent of the Board, the following report of the affairs, 
property and interests of the Department of Public 
Instruction for the year ending June 30th, 1883 : 

THE SCHOOLS. 

The year just closed has been one of success, from 
an educational standpoint. There has been, in general, 
a degree of harmony and cooperation among Superin- 
tendents, Principals and Teachers that is highly credit- 
able, and which has resulted in a year of good school 
work. 

Progress has been made in improving the manner of 
instruction in the schools; the improvement is in the 
direction of methods that are more natural and prac- 
tical, and away from the old habit of memorizing rules. 
To the pupils, the result of this is more enjoyment in 
the school work and a better and more useful educa- 
tion. 

It is a subject for congratulation that our Superin- 
tendents and so many of our Principals are among the 
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'most earnest students and advocates of improved 
methods of teaching and school management. They are 
slowly, steadily and discreetly transforming, for the bet- 
ter, the work in our schools, so that to-day Chicago 
stands in the front rank of American cities in point of 
progress in this direction. 

There has been a steady increase in number of pu- 
pils. The previous school year witnessed a total en- 
rollment of 68,614; this year the number was 72,509, 
an increase of nearly 4,000. This increase has 
necessitated repeated additions to the corps of Teach- 
ers. At the close of the school year ending June, 1882, 
there were in the service of the Board 1,019 Teachers; 
at the close of the present school year there were i, 107 
Teachers, an increase of 88. Last year we had 59 
Principals, there being in High Schools 3, in Grammar 
Schools 37, in Primary Schools 19. Now we have 60 
Principals, an increase of one in Primary Schools. 
Although three new buildings were opened during the 
year, only one — the Longfellow — was for a new school; 
the other two were for schools already in existence and 
provided with Principals. 

The Teachers pay-roll for June, 1882, amounted to 
171,63406; that for June, 1883, was $80,343.56, an in- 
crease of $8,709.50. The whole amount paid for the 
salaries of Superintendents and Teachers for the year 
ending June, 1882, was $696,428.92; that for the year 
just closed was $771,065.37, an increase of $74,636.45 
in the annual expenditure for this purpose. The in- 
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crease in this expenditure for the year ending in* 
1882 over the previous year was $56,195.36, or 
$18,441.09 less than the increase of the last year. 
This large increase is in part owing to the additions 
to the corps of teachers, and in part to an advance in 
the salaries to teachers and other employes which the 
Board voted for the fiscal year beginning January ist, 
1883. This advance amounted to about six per cent, 
of the salaries previously paid. Notwithstanding a 
considerable increase in school accommodations dur- 
ing the year, by reason of the opening of new build- 
ings, there were 3,675 more pupils than the previous 
year who could gain admittance to school but half of 
each day — the total number thus deprived of their 
full school privileges being 12,919.

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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Four new buildings were in process of construction at 
the beginning of the school year. These were the new 
Walsh. Longfellow, Sangamon Street and Lawndale. 
The North Division High School building was com- 
menced early in the year. The Walsh, Longfellow and 
Sangamon Street buildings were completed and opened 
in March*; the North Division High and the Lawndale 
buildings will be completed and ready for school by the 
opening of the next school year. 

The seating capacity of these five buildings is *3,596, 
as follows: Walsh, 756; Longfellow, 756; Lawndale, 
504; Sangamon street, 756; North Division High, 624. 

The cost of these five school buildings, as shown by 
the report of the Committee on Buildings and Grounds, 
was $196,548.92, not including the cost of heating ap- 
paratus. All of the above-named buildings are heated 
by the Ruttan furnaces except the North Division High 
School building, which is heated by steam. 

The cost of the heating apparatus of the four build- 
ings heated by furnaces was $8,039.15; the cost of the 
steam heating apparatus for the High School building 
was $7,180.00. 

Six new school buildings have been commenced dur- 
ing the year, namely: the South Division High, Keith, 
Webster, Irving, Ogden and the new Wells. The 
South Division High will be a seventeen-room build- 

*It should be understood that not all of these seats are at once available, as four 
rooms of the Lawndale School (with capacity for 252 seats) will not at first be occu- 
pied, owing to the small number of pupils in that District. 
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ing, with a large assembly hall on the upper floor 
capable of seating 500 people. The Ogden School 
building, on the site of the old building of the same 
name, which was demolished to make room for the 
new structure, will have eighteen rooms. The other 
four buildings will have fifteen rooms each, and will 
be almost identical in size, arrangement and archi- 
tectural appearance. The six new buildings will have 
a seating capacity of 5,730. 

The contracts for the construction of these buildings 
so far awarded, and which cover nearly everything re- 
quired except the heating apparatus, amount to 
1^323,365.37. All except the South Division High 
School building will be heated by the Ruttan furnaces. 
The cost of this apparatus for the five buildings so 
heated will be $10,291.00; the cost of the steam heat- 
ing apparatus for the new High School building will be 
18,050.00. 

The five Grammar School buildings, the erection of 
which was begun during the year, are modeled after 
the general plan of the best buildings previously built, 
such as the Marquette, Throop and Armour Street. 
This is especially the case with the four fifteen-room 
buildings. A few minor modifications and improve- 
ments have been introduced by the Architect. 

IKGBEASE OF LIGHT. 

The most notable departure from the plans previously 
used, consists in the introduction of more windows into 
some of the school rooms, and a re-arrangement of the 
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windows in others. Into each inside room — which can 
receive light from but one side — one additional window 
has been introduced, so that there are five instead of 
four, as in the old buildings. In the best of the old 
buildings the glass lighting surface of the windows in 
the inside rooms was only 10.5 per cent, of the floor 
space; in the new buildings the additional window will 
increase the lighting surface to 13.13 per cent, of the 
floor space. Thus, for these rooms, the light is 
increased 25 per cent., and is still too little. The 
amount of lighting surface for a school room the size 
of these (28x34 feet approximately), and which can re- 
ceive light from one side only, occupied by upward of 
sixty pupils seated, should not be less than 16 per cent, 
of the floor space. Hence we require an additional 
window for such rooms before we reach the minimum 
of what is essential for the preservation of the eyesight 
of our pupils. 

The corner rooms of these buildings are provided 
with six windows each, as in the best old buildings. 
This gives a lighting surface of less than 16 per cent. 
(15.75) of the floor space. The old plan was to place 
three windows on each of the two exposed sides, so 
that an equal volume of light would be received from 
the left and from behind the pupils. In the new build- 
ings the windows at the left of the pupils have been 
increased to four, and those at the back reduced to 
two — one of the latter being placed at the right hand 
corner, the other at the left hand corner of the room. 
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This arrangement admits more light where it is wanted, 
from the left, and less where it is not wanted, from the 
back of the pupil. It would be a further improvement 
to take out the rear window near the corner of the 
building (rear, right hand corner, looking from the 
teacher s platform) and put it in the side of the room 
to the left of the pupils, to increase the light where it 
is required, and remove it from where it is harmful 
rather than otherwise. The other rear window, that 
in the left hand corner, is useful since it throws light 
down the side of the room farthest from the side 
windows — a zone that in a dark day needs more 
light than can be supplied by four or even five side 
windows. 

The five Grammar School buildings named are all to 
be heated by Ruttan furnaces. This is a system of heat- 
ing for school buildings which, if successful in heating, 
makes fairly good ventilation an unavoidable occur- 
rence. Hence these school houses will be much better 
ventilated than any of our old buildings heated with 
furnaces of older patterns. 

The steam heating apparatus introduced into the two 
new High School buildings is of the best design, and 
will doubtless make the heating of these buildings very 
near perfection. Both direct and indirect radiation are 
used, the means for supply of fresh air and for exit of 
foul air are ample, and the ventilation must neces- 
sarily be excellent. Both of these buildings differ in 
architectural appearance from structures heretofore 
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built for our schools, and they differ from each other. 
The building for the North Division was designed by 
Mr. J. S. Ender, former Architect of the Board; that 
for the South Division was designed by Mr. James R. 
Willett, the present Architect, as were also all the 
Grammar School buildings begun during the year. 

The differing exterior architectural features of the 
High School buildings of the respective Divisions of 
the city, as well as their interior arrangement, are well 
shown by the wood cuts which form a part of this 
report. 

The additions to the school accommodations, repre- 
sented by the new buildings opened during the year, 
have not kept pace with the growth of the city. With 
an increase of 3,675 half-day pupils there were, during 
the year, 2,480 pupils who, on application, were ex- 
cluded from school for some period for want of room. 
These facts emphasize the necessity of building more 
school houses each year. During the past year, only 
three new buildings have been completed and occu- 
pied, — and one of them, the Sangamon Street, re- 
placed an old building which was torn down — not 
over one-third the number required. Next year there 
will probably be opened two new High School and 
five new Grammar School buildings. This speaks well 
for the building record of the year just closed, but 
these buildings will not greatly relieve the schools of 
their double divisions, nor obviate the necessity of 
using many basement rooms for schools. There are 
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now in use 19 such basement rooms, accommodating 
1,200 pupils. 

These basement rooms were never intended for school 
purposes; they all have low ceilings; the ventilation in 
most of them is bad indeed ; and it is very difficult to 
heat them equably. Children who are forced to attend 
school in such rooms suffer, in comparison with other 
pupils, a positive hardship in bad hygiene and a resulting 
increase of labor, whereby they are handicapped in the 
school course. School houses ought to be built fast 
enough to relieve this large class of our coming citi- 
zens. There is the less reason for our failure to do this 
as the Board has annually a considerable unexpended 
balance of appropriation for this purpose. One embar- 
rassment the Board has labored under in its efforts to 
supply this want is the difficulty of acquiring, by pur- 
chase, proper school sites. But, while that difficulty 
exists, I submit that the policy of the Board regarding 
rented buildings — which heretofore has been to dis- 
pense with them — ought to be to occupy as many as 
possible in districts where they are needed, provided 
rooms with good sanitary conditions can be had. 

VENTILATION OF OLD SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The poor ventilation in many of the older buildings 
has become notorious. The necessity of improving it 
has engaged the serious attention of the Board from 
time to time, and particularly during the past two years. 
The Ruttan heating apparatus, which was put into the

Calumet Avenue School building during the previous 
year, had so fully demonstrated its capacity to make 
good ventilation that the Board, in July and August, 
1882, ordered it to be introduced into the Kinzie, Lin- 
coln Street, and old Walsh buildings. During the 
past severe winter these schools have been heated and 
ventilated in a satisfactory manner. The ventilation 
has been very noticeably improved. It is safe to say 
that in these buildings the volume of fresh, warmed air 
introduced into the school rooms, and of foul air passing 
out, is twice as great as it was before the change was 
made. 

Acting upon this experience of two winters, the 
' Board, at the close of th^ year, has wisely ordered that 
the furnaces and diminutive flues of six other old build- 
ings shall be replaced by the Ruttans and the enlarged 
flues required for better ventilation. These buildings 
are the Burr, Vedder Street, Pearson Street, Polk Street, 
West Fourteenth Street, and the old Cottage Grove. It 
is to be hoped that next year may witness the exten- 
sion of this kind of improvement to many or all the 
remaining old buildings heated by furnaces, whose 
ventilation is faulty. The buildings still heated by old 
style furnaces are the Division and Cleaver Street, 
Foster, Pickard, Sheldon, King, Headley, Scammon, 
Ward and Wentworth Avenue. The Board has 
been fortunate in finding competition in the market 
for the new furnaces, so that their cost has been 
reasonable. 
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But some of the steam-heated buildings have venti- 
lation even worse than any heated by furnaces. In 
some of them the defect has been corrected. During 
the last summer vacation the steam heating apparatus 
of the Skinner and Wells School buildings was remod- 
eled, and important improvements made in the direction 
of ventilation. The heating had previously been entirely 
by direct radiation, and the volume of fresh air intro- 
duced was utterly inadequate to the wants of the schools. 
The improvement consisted in the introduction into 
each room of a large nest of vertical steam heating 
pipes, with an opening through the wall to the outside 
of the building, so arranged that a column of fresh air 
must enter and pass among the hot pipes of the coil 
before entering the general atmosphere of the room. 
The result of this has been the correction, to a large ex- 
tent, of the faults of ventilation in the buildings named. 
There are several other old buildings heated by steam 
which require additions to their heating apparatus to 
make their ventilation endurable. Among these are 
the old Moseley, the old Brown, the Newberry and 
the Haven. The Newberry and old Moseley are for- 
tunate in the prospect of some amelioration of their 
condition before the next winter; the old Brown and 
Haven are in a worse condition than the other two, 
and should early receive attention. 

SCHOOL SITES. 

The Board voted, during the year, to purchase 
eleven school sites, and asked the concurrence of

the Common Council in the same. The Council has 
consented to the purchase of only four, which are as 
follows : 

The Keith School lot, corner Dearborn and Thirty- 
fourth Streets; lot on North Lincoln, near Division 
.Street ; addition to the Wells School lot ; lot on the 
northwest corner of Paulina and Walnut Streets. 

The other seven sites are in districts which are in 
great and growing need of more school accommoda- 
tions, and efforts should be continued to supply them.

The Board have been particularly unfortunate in 
their attempts to acquire sites in particular localities, 
often in populous districts suffering for the want of 
more schools. The price at which land is held, the 
opposition of people who dislike to have schools near 
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their homes, and the delays and uncertainties in the 
formal steps necessary to consummate a purchase, have 
combined to make your efforts unsuccessful. A bill 
was introduced into the last Legislature giving School 
Boards power to condemn land for school sites in cer- 
tain cases, but it failed to become a law. In view of 
the difficulties referred to, I submit whether it is not 
the duty of the Board toward some of the neglected 
districts to attempt to rent, for a long term of years, 
ground on which to erect school buildings. Such a 
course would greatly reduce the hindrances to the se- 
curing of sites, and probably the aggregate final cost 
to the city would not be much greater. At the same 
time, it v/ould give the Board a better opportunity of 
placing the schools where they are most needed.

FINANCES. 



The details as to the condition of the financial affairs 
of the Board may be learned from the report of the 
Committee on Finance and Salaries. 

The total cash receipts for the year were $1,434,571 32 

The total expenditures during the year were 1,327,837 63 

Balance unexpended $ 106,733 69 

While the expenditures of the Board during the 
year were larger than during the previous year, they 
have not been extravagant, nor carelessly made, but a 
careful, sustained effort has been exercised to avoid all 
unnecessary expenditures, and to conduct the affairs of 
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this department of the public work in a business-like 
and economical manner. 

But the city is growing, the number of pupils is* in- 
creasing rapidly, school work is undergoing improve- 
ment, and Chicago cannot and must not fall behind any 
other city in the fullness, freedom and efficiency with 
which the masses of her children receive the advan- 
tages of public school instruction. Therefore each 
year must witness an increased expenditure of money 
for this purpose. Nothing is more creditable to the 
city than to do this, and the increase of the past year, 
both in the expenditures and the appropriations, is 
altogether praiseworthy. 

The following table exhibits the actual cash receipts, 
the source from which obtained, and the expenditures 
for the school year 1 882-1 883, in comparison with 
those of the previous year:

SCHOOL FUND PROPERTY. 

No material change has taken place during the 
year in matters relating to the property belonging to 
the School Fund. All the ground located within the 
city limits is under lease, and the rentals are, as a 
general rule, paid promptly. A few tracts of country 
school land are still vacant, being so situated as not 
to be available for use as farm lands. The re- 
appraisement of the lands belonging to the School 
Fund, located within the city limits, which will be 
made in May, 1885, will no doubt largely increase the 
revenue of the School Fund, as the values of real 
estate have advanced very materially since the last 
appraisal in 1880. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

With the completion of the two new buildings the 
High Schools of the North and South Divisions will 
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have permanent homes, with much better facilities than 
they have enjoyed heretofore for the various depart- 
ments of school work. While these buildings are not 
larger than will eventually — and even soon — be 
required for High School purposes, they will be at first 
larger than is necessary, so that they will in part serve 
the needs of pupils of the primary and grammar 
grades. The building of the School of the West 
Division, on the contrary, is now nearly full of pupils 
and will soon be overcrowded. It has 729 sittings, 
and during the past year has had 689 pupils. The 
building of the North Division will have 624 sittings, 
and the school had 297 pupils; and that of the South 
Division will have 816 sittings, and the school had 
391 pupils during the year. 

' The only feasible way of relieving the West Division 
School in the near future seems to be to send certain 
pupils from this district to the other schools. This 
can be done without great inconvenience to pupils 
living in the northeast and southeast sections of the 
West Division. 

The number of pupils attending the High Schools 
during the year was 1,436, or 1.98 per cent, of the 
whole number of pupils (72,509) attending all the 
schools. Of this 1,436 pupils, 403 were boys, and 
1*033 were girls.

Thus it happeiis that while the boys are in the 
minority at beginning, most of them drop out before 
the end of the course. This is greatly to be regretted; 
there ought to be a larger number of boys, exclusive 
of those attending other institutions of learning, in a 
city of over half a million people, who can and will 
pursue to completion the High School course of study. 
Many of the boys who leave the High Schools before 
the end of the course do so because obliged to go to 
work ; others because the bustle and promises of 
business are more alluring than school, and they prefer 
to go to work. Can the course not be made more 
inviting to them without lessening, but with increasing 
its usefulness for them ? Most undoubtedly the addi- 
tion of a course in manual training and business 
methods would accomplish this end. The experience 
of the Schools of Manual Training is, that constant 
care must be exercised lest the pupils neglect their 
literary studies for the drawing and the shop, the tools 
and the things. The addition of some short course of 
this kind, even tentatively and in a small way, to our 
High School curriculum, for such boys as elect to take 
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it, would at once, if we may judge by the experience 
of others, increase the charm and usefulness of these 
schools for a very considerable number of pupils, 
many of whom now receive little or no instruction 
after leaving the Grammar School. 

I know it is said that there is no room in our High 
School Course for industrial studies, and that therefore 
the suggestion is impracticable. But such a position 
is absurd, since the Manual Training Schools are noth- 
ing but High Schools with the practical part added, 
and some or all the studies of the dead languages cut 
off. It cannot be impossible — it ought not to be diffi- 
cult — to engraft a Department of Manual Training 
upon our High School Course; nor need the trial step 

be costly. It is my belief that the time has come for 

I 

an innovation in this direction, and that the Board 
ought to take up the consideration of the subject with 
this end in view. 

OPTIONAL STUDIES, i 

GEBMAN, MUSIC AND DRAWING. 

I 

The optional studies in the Primary and Grammar 
Schools are not, as a whole, in a satisfactory condition. 
The only exception to this statement is the study of i 

German. This branch is in as successful and efficient | 

a condition as is possible. The chief cause of this is ! 

the fact that the study is in the hands of teachers who 
devote themselves exclusively to this work and teach 
nothing else. Every school where the study is taken 
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has one or more teachers of German, not engaged in 
other school duties. Moreover, a Special Teacher of 
German — at present a gentleman of great efficiency 
— devotes his entire time to the work of superintend- 
ing this study and assisting its teachers. 

With Music and Drawing the case is far different, 
and a number of causes conspire to make if impossible 
that they should be carried on with a proper degree of 
success under existing rules. It will suffice to mention 
a few of them. These studies are taught by the regu- 
lar teachers of the schools. In our examinations of 
teachers not the slightest effort is made to test the 
qualifications of candidates in these branches. They 
may be utterly ignorant of them and yet stand high in 
the examination, and so pass into the service of the 
schools as teachers. It therefore happens that many 
enter this work with no knowledge of these subjects 
and some such but poorly fit themselves afterward for 
teaching them. 

No provision can be made for conducting the lessons 
in Music and Drawing apart from non-participating 
pupils; hence, during a recitation in either, the pupils 
who do not take the study must be either idle or they 
must be kept at indifferent work in some other direc- 
tion. In order to do this latter, the attention of the 
Teacher is divided, so that she is liable to do neither of 
the two things well. In passing from grade to grade 
and in graduating, no account is taken of proficiency 
in these studies, and it ought not to be expected that 
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a teacher should give a hearty encouragement to 
studies which do not tell in the recorded progress of 
her pupils. 

For each of these branches there is but one Special 
Teacher, whose time and efforts must be spent in the 
labor of aiding several hundred Teachers in these 
departments. 

These difficulties have so worked against the study 
of music that, although more pupils take it than any 
other optional study, it has been, as the Special 
Teacher has said, nearly killed. It ought to be put 
into better shape, by the employment of more Special 
Teachers, or by better work on the part of the regular 
teachers, or it ought to be abandoned. It must be 
possible to improve it greatly with small additional 
expense. While it is, as has been alleged, in a sense 
ornamental, the people of Chicago will not willingly 
see it abandoned as a study in the schools. 

Drawing, so far from being ornamental, is primarily 
and directly industrial; indeed, it is the only industrial 
study we have. It is the only study whose sole end is 
to familiarize the pupil with the form, construction and 
embellishment of things. The slow progress which 
the public make in understanding this fact, and in 
unlearning that Drawing is a plaything, is one of the 
amiusing facts in the development of thought. We 
have been slow in learning that a part of the best 
education, and the best part of it, is that which gives 
the child some knowledge of the things of its environ- 
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ment. We have clung tenaciously and long to the 
doctrine that no education can be good unless its chief 
charm is some dead language and old literature. But 
the widespread discussion of Industrial Education, the 
founding of Schools of Manual Training, and the war- 
fare upon Greek, — made chiefly by its own victims, — 
indicate the progress of the popular mind toward a 
point where the industrial becomes a vital part of 
a general education. Drawing must come to be 
regarded, as it is, a language of Industrial Education. 

This study should cease to be optional, in the sense 
that parents must ask for permission to have their 
children take it, often to be refused. All children 
would better take it, and they should be required to, 
unless their parents positively refuse. Teachers 
should be required to*know something about it before 
they enter the schools; and in passing grade it is only 
fair that pupils should receive credit for proficiency in 
this study as in any other.

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THE ARCHITECT. 

Mr. J. S. Ender, who was Architect and Superin- 
tendent of Construction at the beginning of the year, 
resigned his office on Oct. 12th, 1882. Thereupon, 
the Board suspended the rule relating to the duties of 
this employe, and instructed the Committee on Build- 
ings and Grounds to employ a competent Architect to 
attend to the work for a period of six months. The 
Committee engaged Mr. James R. Willett, which 
action the Board approved Oct. 26th. The agree- 
ment with Mr. Willett was that he should receive a 
specified sum for each building constructed under his 
direction. At the expiration of the term of six months 
the same gentleman was re-engaged, May 17th, to 
serve during the balance of the fiscal year, to Jan. ist, 
1884. Mr. Willett has now served the Board eight 
months. There can be no question that under the 
efficient system of superintendence of work which the 

present Architect has introduced, better construction 
than is usual has been accomplished in our new 

buildings. 

The rule of the Board regarding the duties of the 

Architect and Superintendent of Construction, has 

clearly been demonstrated to be impracticable. To 

keep the rule in constant suspension and employ an 

Architect, as is done at present, is inconsistent and 

unbusinesslike. The rule ought to be amended to 

harmonize with the course the Board is now pursuing 

in relation to the work of an Architect. 
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EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The Evening Schools, for the instruction of persons 
not able to attend the Day Schools, were opened 
Oct. 2d, 1882, and continued seventeen weeks. They 
were held in the Kinzie and Newberry School build- 
ings, in the North Division of the city; in the Jones 
and Ward School buildings, in the South Division 
of the city; and in the Scammon, Foster, Throop, 
Pickard, King, Wells and Sangamon Street School 
buildings, in the West Division of the city. A school 
was also opened for a few weeks in a building on 
Cottage Grove Avenue, and there was a school for 
News-boys at the News-boys Home, which was open 
from October 18 to April 11, holding during the 
most of the time four sessions per week, and a total 
of 78 sessions. An Evening High School was held 
in the Scammon School building. 

This class of schools is growing in popularity, as is 
shown by a large increase of pupils. In the previous 
school year the total enrollment was 4,401 ; this year 
it was 6,956. 

The benefit of the Evening Schools is great to the 
pupils who attend them continuously; unfortunately 
only a small proportion of them do this. The attend- 
ance is always large at the beginning, but rapidly falls 
off. Pupils early tire of adding — as many of them 
must — an evening of school to a day of labor. Out 
of a total of nearly seven thousand (6,956) scholars 
the average attendance was only 1,862. 
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The expenditure for the Evening Schools was 
$16,648.62. The cost per pupil, estimated upon the 
average attendance, including the Evening High 
School, was $8.94. The cost per pupil the previous 
year was $12.19. 

The cost per pupil of the Evening High School 
was $13.55, and the total cost of this school was 
$1,407.85. 

I am reluctantly forced, by the facts in connection 
with the Evening High School, to agree with my 
predecessor, that " neither the necessity nor the re- 
sults justify the expenditure." It ought to be discon- 
tinued. 

DEAF MUTE SCHOOLS. 

These schools, sustained by a fund specially appro- 
priated for the purpose by the Legislature of the 
State, are placed in the care of this Board as a trust. 
IJnder the skillful direction of Prof. P. A. Emery, the 
Principal, and with the devoted care of himself and 
his corps of Assistants, these schools have shown a 
good degree of progress during the year. They are 
located in the Scammon, Third Avenue, and Division 
and Cleaver Street School buildings, and in a rented 
building on Menominee Street. 

The following statistics show in a general way the 
condition of the schools. These and further facts in 
detail are presented in the report of the Committee 
on Deaf Mute Schools :

RELATIONS WITH THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

It is here recorded with pleasure that during the 
year this Board and the Board of Directors of the 
Public Library have been brought into cooperation in 
an effort to utilize the Library for the benefit of the 
Schools.- Membeirs of the Board attended a meeting 
as guests of the Library Board, in the rooms of the 
latter, at which this object was discussed. Afterward 
a Special Committee was appointed from the Board, 
to confer with a similar Committee from the Library 
Board, to perfect a plan which would meet the approval 
of both Boards, for distribution and use of books. 

The authorities of the Library have shown a cordial 
desire that the great storehouse of knowledge under 
their care should become available to the pupils of the 
schools, with as little labor and formality as is con- 
sistent with the safe-keeping of the treasures of the 
Library. 

Arrangements will probably soon be perfected 
whereby pupils may receive books without being 
obliged to go individually to the Library after them. 
They will, at the same time, have the aid of their 
Teachers in making selections that will supplement 
their reading and other studies in school, and that 
will be most useful and ennobling to them. This 
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consummation will be most helpful to the Schools. 
It promises to make the school more enjoyable to the 
learner, while it leads him to a choice of the best 
reading, so that on leaving school he will not merely 
always "choose a book better than himself," but a 
better book because of this drill and study in the right 
way to use a library.

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

At the close of the year, there were 56,583 sittings, 
of which 1,281 were in rented rooms. The new build- 
ings that were opened during the year afforded accom- 
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modations for 2,268 pupils, a little less than one-half 
the increase in membership; but this deficiency will 
probably be made up during the coming year. The 
number in double divisions, who could attend but one 
session, was 12,919, an increase of 3,675 over that of 
last year. But with two teachers, one of whom is 
continually engaged in class work, while the other is 
giving individual instruction with frequent alternations, 
very satisfactory progress is made. 

The relief for our crowded schools that is secured 
byrenting roo ms, though sometimes necessary, is very 
unsatisfactory, for poor as some of our old buildings 
are, the poorest of them are far superior for school 
purposes to the best of the rented buildings. Espe- 
cially when it is necessary for five or six teachers to 
occupy the same room with fifty or sixty pupils each, 
does one feel disposed to speak very kindly of the 
double divisions. 

The total enrollment for the year was 72,509, an 
increase of 3,895 over that of the preceding year; the 
average daily membership 55,890, an increase of 4,867. 

To those not familiar with school statistics, it seems 
strange that with 16,159 in the first grade, only 5,137 
should reach the grammar grade, and 596 enter the 
High Schools, but the falling off is not peculiar to this 
city. The most noticeable thing in these statistics is 
the uniformity of numbers and percentages for differ- 
ent years. Were it not for this decrease, and were 
there twelve or fifteen thousand in each grade of the 
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High Schools, there would be a necessity for as many 
High Schools for their accommodation as all the Gram- 
mar and Primary Schools at the present time. Indeed, 
the enrollment in the first grade of our schools is 
equal to one-half the membership in the whole four 
years of all the colleges and universities of the United 
States, so that there is little danger of the great mass 
of our people being overeducated. 

DISCIPLINE. 

With the great majority of our teachers, the disci- 
pline is almost all that could be desired, a kindly con- 
trol and living interest taking the place of the old 
stern compulsion. Here and there still lingers a lone 
relic of the older methods, but for the most part a 
wholesome, homelike spirit prevails, and the harsh 
notes of the school ma'am have yielded to the pleas- 
ant tones of the teacher. 

One might almost smile, were it not so grimly 
pathetic, at an occasional teacher of the old regime, 
who casts her lot among us, rejoicing in the pride of 
her power as a disciplinarian. Her '' occupation's 
gone." Her first thought on waking from troubled 
dreams, and her last before sinking into uneasy slum- 
bers, would seem to be, what new form of punish- 
ment can be devised. Little rest does she find till 
this idea of punishment is cast out and she begins to 
realize that the true work of the teacher is to interest 
and instruct. 
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During the year there were 105 cases of suspension 
for misconduct, of whom 40 were restored at the expi- 
ration of a month. 

COURSE OF STUDY. 

The Course of Study has been out of print for some 
time, and in the revision authorized by the Board, it is 
hoped that the instruction may be brought more into 
harmony with the general thought of the times, and 
that our pupils may be taught to observe more clearly, 
to reason more accurately, and apply the principles 
more intelligently. 

THEORY. 

One of the greatest hindrances to progress and 
healthful mental development in our graded schools of 
late years has been, I think, a too early attention to 
what is called theory. 

Before a pupil can add or subtract without counting 
his fingers, he is often put to discussing, or rather to 
learning the theory of numbers, the different orders 
of units, notation and numeration, indefinite, local and 
absolute value, abstract and concrete number, and 
rigid analysis, if the mere repetition of the same essen- 
tial ideas deserve the name. Theory and generaliza- 
tion belong to maturer minds, and usefully follow after 
a thorough practice and knowledge of particulars. 
We do not need to classify our words into nouns and 
verbs till we have a pretty good stock of both at our 
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command, nor to arrange our declensions and conjuga- 
tions before we have a free and correct use of the various 
forms. 

No child learns to talk or write correctly by study 
of technical grammar, and all this premature theoriz- 
ing and analyzing serves but to vitiate taste, deaden 
enthusiasm, and benumb and weaken the intellect. 

CONCERT EXERCISES. 

Concert exercises are happily disappearing from 
our school rooms. There is an illusion about them, 
that makes them especially attractive to the inexpe- 
rienced teacher. 

With one or two forward pupils to lead off, the rest 
chiming in not far behind, a volume of sound is pro- 
duced, which seems to give her the double assurance 
that she is a good teacher, and that, under her skillful 
guidance, her class is making rapid progress. 

Not only reading and spelling, but rule and defini- 
tion, arithmetical and grammatical analysis, outline 
and syllabus, are all at times drawn into the absorbing 
current. 

Hardly any practice can be more futile, as regards 
the acquisition of knowledge, or more destructive to 
thought and nice expression. It not only does not 
promote intelligence, but renders it an impossibility, 
degrading our living, loving, thinking children into 
the merest machines to produce nothing. 
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DECLAMATION. 

The day of the old-time declamation, we think, has 
gone by. So far as it has any result beyond terror- 
izing the timid, it induces a style of speaking not now 
in demand outside of the political caucus. No one 
would thus convey his ideas to his fellows without 
ridicule. 

Much more profitable as an educating force, and 
more conducive to a pleasing delivery is it for a pupil 
to step in front of his class, and discuss some topic in 
history or geography, for instance, or give an outline 
of some book read, or the analysis of some character 
there presented. Let the pupil, even in the lower 
grades, instead of standing in his row to read, some- 
times pass forward and face his companions. In this 
way the old timidity, so often painfully apparent, may 
be avoided, and the exercise become a pleasure. If 
the pupils have different views upon any topic, they 
should be encouraged to discuss the subject with each 
other freely and fairly. 

The occasional memorizing and correct rendering of 
fine extracts of prose and poetry, of course have their 
place in all good schools. 

HOME STUDY. 

Too much home study is, doubtless, often required, 
especially of the younger pupils. The change from 
the home to the school life is great enough at best, in 
spite of all our efforts to make our schools homelike. 
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The natural result of exacting the preparation of les- 
sons at home before the child can read or study intel- 
ligently, is to create a distaste for study, and a weariness 
of school life. Better far for the pupil's physical and 
mental growth, that he should be with his toys and at 
his games. 

To assign tasks for the second or third grade 
pupils to perplex themselves over at home, seems to 
border very close upon the absurd, if not the inhuman, 
as regards both pupil and parent. Perhaps, when our 
schools shall be provided with libraries suited to the 
wants of the pupils, the home reading may become a 
safeguard and a delight. 

LANGUAGE. 

Of the first importance in the work of the school is 
the correct use of language in reading and writing, 
not the mere calling of words, but their use in the 
expression of thought Without the idea there is no 
use whatever for the word. 

Much of our failure in education is the result of 
mistaken methods in this respect at the outset, learn- 
ing words with no thought of the meaning sought to 
be conveyed. The purpose of assigning a lesson in 
geography is, not that this lesson may be learned, but 
that by its study the student may be aided to a better 
knowledge of the topic, and at the same time develop 
power for future investigation; and we hear the reci- 
tation upon Vermont, for instance, not to be assured 
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that the pupil can repeat what the author has written, 
but to ascertain how far he has formed a correct men- 
tal picture of the little State, fringed by its beautiful 
river and graced by its charming lake, with its green 
hillsides dotted with farm houses surrounded by their 
orchards and little home-lots, and how true a transcript 
he can present to others, deducing also from its posi- 
tion and natural features the industries and condition 
of its inhabitants. To do this, and supply his defi- 
ciencies, the text may play a very small part in the 
recitation. 

RECESSES. 

The same general plan has been pursued as last 
year, with regard to recesses, with a limited extension 
to the primary grades. In many of the schools, too, 
a change has been made with excellent results, the 
pupils of the first floor passing out and returning to 
their rooms, and then those of the second and third 
floors in succession. By this method time is saved 
to the individual classes, the smaller children are less 
liable to be injured by the larger ones, the school yard 
is much less crowded, and both teacher and pupil 
relieved of much annoyance. 

Teachers h^^ve also been encouraged to be at their 
rooms earlier, that the pupils, upon their arrival, might 
pass at once to their rooms instead of gathering in 
ungainly crowds about the doors. The teacher can 
thus render familiar aid to those needing it, and by a 
welcoming interest get much nearer to the hearts of 
those entrusted to her care. 
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OPTIONAL STUDIES. 

The instruction in vocal music has been, under the 
circumstances, very successful. The favor with which 
it is regarded may be inferred from the fact that out of 
a membership of 55,564 at the close of the month of 
May, 48,508 took the study. Though the teachers are 
not all specially musical, yet by an easy exchange of 
labor the needs of the school are usually provided for. 

The quality of tone has been greatly improved 
within a few years, and those who have given little 
attention of late to the subject would be surprised at 
the almost entire freedom from any harshness and 
straining of the voice, as well as at the accuracy and 
sweetness with which the little songs are rendered, 
and the thorough enjoyment with which the pupils 
often engage in the exercise, at once a relief and an 
inspiration. The very little time that is occupied is 
more than compensated for by the kindly spirit thus 
cultivated, to say nothing of the musical ta^e and 
ability developed, or of its influence in protecting and 
gladdening many a humble home. 

Of the importance of drawing I have already spoken, 
and need only add that the increasing interest in it tes- 
tifies to the ability and faithfulness of those who have 
it in charge. 

In the High Schools there is a strong tendency on 
the part of pupils toward the ornamental, but there is 
much valuable skill and taste developed of an indus- 
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trial and mechanical character, as was clearly indicated 
by the exhibition given in the rooms of the Board. 

The result of the German instruction is given more 
fully in the report of the Committee on German. 
The character of the work has been very gratifying 
under the present special supervision, and has fully 
kept pace with the language work in English. In fact 
many important suggestions from observation of the 
work in German have been made productive of better 
instruction in English. 

SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 

The attention of teachers, as well as of all thinking, 
persons, has been specially directed, within a few years, 
to the necessity of placing more and better reading 
matter within easy reach of our children. Never has 
childrens* literature been so pure and rich as to-day. 

A catalogue of books suitable for schools has been 
prepared by a committee of the Principal's Associa- 
tion, and from this a smaller list of some two hundred 
volumes has been selected and published. 

In addition to the several schools having special 
funds for the purpose, the Kinzie, Douglas, Washing- 
ton and Franklin schools have, by exhibitions, secured 
the means, and already made valuable beginnings of 
school libraries, to the extent of several hundreds of 
volumes. The friends of the Haven School have con- 
tributed generously for the same purpose. 
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This seems the most efficient and surest way of 
protecting the pupils from the pernicious books and 
papers with which the cheap presses are flooding the 
country. 

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

By the kindness of the Directors of the Public 
Library and the courtesy of its Librarian, Saturday at 
the library has become what might be called school 
day. 

Some topic of science, history or literature has been 
selected, and the table of the Directors' Room covered 
with books pertaining to the subject, and classes from 
the High Schools and the higher grades of the Gram- 
mar Schools have gathered there upon successive Sat- 
urdays, with their teachers, who have, each in his own 
way, under the Librarian, discussed and illustrated the 
topic under consideration. 

The pupils have thus learned something of the true 
value and use of the library, and the methods of study 
and investigation, and, it is hoped, acquired a taste for 
better reading. 

Plans have also been matured, and rules agreed upon 
by committees of the Library and the Board of Edu- 
cation, by which books upon any desired subject may, 
upon requisition of the Principal, be sent to any school 
for [a specified time. It is hoped, in the interests of 
both the schools and the library, that a closer and 
more intimate relation may be thus effected between 
therti. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

Four examinations of applicants for positions as 
Assistants in Grammar and Primary Schools were held, 
as follows : 

July 6 and 7 265 applicants 56 successful. 

Sept, 23 258 applicants 43 successful. 

Dec. 1 and 2 169 applicants 62 successful. 

May 2 and 3 93 applicants 23 successful. 

For Principals of Grammar and Primary Schools, 
and Assistants in High Schools there were two exam- 
inations, one in July and one in January, with the 
following result: 

For Principals of Grammar Schools, 10 applicants, 5 successful 
For Principals of Primary Schools, 10 applicants, 4 successful. 
For Assistants in High Schools, 11 applicants, 6 successful. 

Although a large majority of the candidates have 
been entirely inexperienced, yet some valuable acqui- 
sitions to our corps have been made of teachers of 
successful experience elsewhere. 

MANUAL TRAINING. 

The rapid concentration of our population in the 
cities and large towns, and the great increase of indoor 
employments, consequent upon the almost universal 
use of machinery, has changed the whole character of 
our industries. Our pupils, instead of returning from 
the school to the farm and the workshops, as of old, 
now seek positions in commercial or mercantile life, 
while a majority of our college graduates turn to the 
legal or medical professions. The cause, in part, at 
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least, is not hard to find. Our boys do not learn 
trades, because there are no trades to learn. Division 
of labor, without the aid of any restrictive rules, has 
done away with the old apprentice system. Work 
has become specialized, and the workman of to-day, 
to be anything more than a mere tool, must have a 
higher mental training, a more systematic knowledge 
of principles, a nicer and more skillful touch than the 
old methods ever gave, Three years in the scientific 
school will njake our High School graduate the supe- 
rior, in nice and delicate workmanship, of the veteran 
of the machine shop. 

The great respect paid to wealth and the surround- 
ings it permits, presents strong inducements to engage 
in trade; no man ever became rich by the work of his 
hands alone, and the prizes and honors of society are 
rarely bestowed upon the day laborer, and what more 
natural than that the youth should eagerly seek those 
paths by which the successful have won their envied 
positions ? 

Law and medicine are still regarded as pathways to 
honorable distinction, and they are to-day the only 
two pursuits in which the laborer is his own master, 
an independent citizen. All others are mere employes 
with their hours of service and rate of wages deter- 
mined by rules beyond their control. Even the small 
farmer has given place to the hired laborer; the ma- 
chine has crowded out the man, except as a higher 
education shall enable our young men to understand 
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the interdependence of the different elements of soci- 
ety, and the true relations of capital and labor in pro- 
moting the best interests of all. 

For success in all the departments of mechanical 
industry and art, a correct and thorough training in 
drawing and design is a prime requisite, and is far 
from being a mere accomplishment in professional life. 
This would seem to be a branch suited to the condi- 
tions of the school room, and alike desirable for all, 
without distinction of sex or social surroundings. 
Even in the proper work of the school itself, in geog- 
raphy, in history and in all scientific study, a familiarity 
with the pencil and crayon is indispensable. 

What other industrial education, if any, shall form 
a constituent part of our school life, is an open ques- 
tion. Nothing has yet been presented beyond a few 
individual devices, which have served to stimulate 
curiosity for the hour, but can hardly be deemed an 
answer to the question. 

That Scientific Schools and Institutes of Tech- 
nology will be multiplied is a foregone conclusion. 
Industrial and Manual Training Schools for boys fitted 
to enter the High School, like the one soon to be 
opened in this city, under such favorable auspices, sup- 
ply another want, and cannot fail of encouragement. 
Two or three rooms, with suitable appliances, to which 
pupils from our schools might resort for mechanical 
instruction some hours each week, could readily be 
provided, and would probably meet our present heeds. 
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But all these prepare their pupils for positions of 
supervision and direction, and affect a comparatively 
small number, like instruction in Greek, and still leave 
the boys and girls of our Grammar and Primary 
Schools untouched. How are the eight or ten years 
between the Kindergarten and the Industrial School 
to be filled? What useful work shall form a part of 
the daily employment of the thousand children in one 
of our buildings? 

What can be done for the great mass of our pupils 
beyond improving our methods, and more wisely ap- 
plying the principles, still leaving some care to the 
parent, seems yet to wait an answer. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

The High School is the crown of our Public School 
System. It is the Citizen's College. It introduces the 
pupils to all the more important branches of a college 
course, teaches the methods of investigation, and 
imparts enough knowledge to enable one to read 
understandingly most of the better literature of to-day. 
It gives thorough and practical instruction in one or 
more languages, and at the same time without hinder- 
ing the efficiency of the general course, with little 
additional cost permits those who desire it to obtain a 
good preparation for admission to any college in the 
country. 

Without this preparatory course much more money 
would be carried to eastern Preparatory Schools than 
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the whole cost of the department, and many would be 
deterred from a collegiate or scientific course. 

Our High Schools have maintained their character 
for thorough and intelligent instruction, and among 
their graduates are many of our most worthy and 
useful citizens, men and women. The recent election 
of one of our Principals as Director of the Manual 
Training School, is a deserved tribute to the known 
excellence of our schools. 

I have often thought, though I have never found 
my idea fully realized, that a Course in English might 
be prepared and successfully carried out, which should 
be worthy to take its place by the side of our Classical 
Courses; which should include both a critical study of 
our language, and a large and thoughtful reading of 
some of our best authors, familiarizing the pupil with all 
the classic story so needful for the appreciation of our 
prose and poetical writers. With this should be a 
thorough and systematic training in composition. The 
usual study of rhetoric seems comparatively futile, 
save in the knowledge acquired of a few terms, and 
the time devoted to English literature, is often largely 
expended upon the history of unimportant and for- 
gotten authors, with little appreciation or knowl- 
edge of our real literature. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The Evening Schools commenced October 3, and 
continued till February 9. 
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In addition to those of the previous year, schools 
were opened also in the Throop and the Pickard 
school buildings. These schools were largely at- 
tended, and successfully conducted. A teacher was 
furnished for a school on Cottage Grove Avenue, but, 
owing to apparent want of success, was soon discon- 
tinued. 

The work of these schools differs widely from that 
of the day schools, and depends for its success upon 
the individual teacher. In the day schools the system 
itself will carry along a poor teacher for a time, but 
not so here; the fitness of the teacher is the measure 
of success, and too great care can not be taken in the 
selection. The supply is largely in excess of the 
demand, and in most cases both ability and experience 
were secured.

After the Great Fire of 187 1 
he served in the High School for a time, and was 
elected Principal of the Franklin School in 1872.

MAY C. FRENCH, 

Aasiatant in the Wentworth Avenue School, May 22, 1883.

BUILDING-S AND G-RDUNnS. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Gentlemen: At the commencement of the year, 
the attention of your Committee was mainly directed 
to the importance of carefully looking after the school 
buildings then in course of erection, and the general 
supervision given to this branch of the business of the 
Board by the person intrusted with the important 
position of Architect and Superintendent of Construc- 
tion. 

Your Committee found, on investigation, that the 
management of the then Architect, J. S. Ender, Esq., 
did not inspire confidence in his ability to satisfactorily 
secure the interests of the Board, in connection with a 
proper and careful supervision of the work in pro- 
gress. This want of confidence led to the resignation 
of Mr. Ender as Architect of the Board, October 12th, 
1882, and the subsequent employment of James R. 
Willett, Esq., as Architect, October 26th, upon terms 
set forth in the report of your Committee then sub- 
mitted to the Board. 
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The following school buildings, then in course of 
erection, have since, under the superintendence of the 
Architect, been completed and opened for the admis- 
sion of pupils :

serious objections existed either as to location or 
price asked therefor, which prevented your Committee 
from recommending the acceptance of any of the pro- 
posals received. 

The final disposition of the Third Avenue School 
property, by sale to the Chicago and Western Indiana 
R. R. Co., leaves this District, after June 30, 1885, 
without any provision for school accommodations 
whatever. Your Committee recommend the con- 
solidation of this District with that of the Haven 
School District, and the early removal of the present 
building now on the Haven School lot, and the erec- 
tion of a building thereon large enough to meet the 
requirements of the consolidated District. 

The following lots, within the control of the Board, 
remain unimproved at this date : 

Lot S. W. comer Warren Avenue and Eockwell Street 126 x 120 

Lot on Lime Street, bet. Archer Avenue and 27th Street 275 x 109 

Lot on Lincoln Street, near Division Street 192 x 125 

The fact, so often charged by the public press, and 
admitted by all, that the City of Chicago is not keep- 
ing abreast of her requirements in respect to the 
necessary provision to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for Public School education, does not arise 
from any want of energy or disposition on the part of 
the Board of Education to afford the facilities required, 
nor from any omission on the part of the City Council 
in providing the necessary funds, but is largely 
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owing to the difficulties experienced in procuring sites 
for the erection of school buildings in suitable locali- 
ties at reasonable prices, and partly from the stubborn 
opposition of owners of property adjacent to the sites 
selected by the Board, who combine to defeat the 
necessary concurrence of the City Council in the pur- 
chase of the property, from a feeling that the erection 
of a school building in their immediate neighborhood 
would depreciate the value of their own property; 
hence, under the existing law requiring the consent of 
the City Council in the purchase of property for use 
of schools, the Board is unable to afford the accom- 
modation for school purposes so urgently needed. It 
is the settled conviction of your Committee that unless 
the power is vested in the Board, not only to select 
but also to purchase property without the concurrence 
of the City Council, Chicago must continue to fall 
behind her needs in this respect. 

HEATING AND VENTILATION. 

Your Committee, after a careful investigation of the 
merits of the Ruttan Furnace System for heating and 
ventilation, and its trial in many of our school build- 
ings during the past severe winter season, are con- 
firmed in their opinion of its value as a method of 
heating and ventilating school buildings, and have 
continued the system in all the buildings erected dur- 
ing the past year, with the exception of the North and 
South Division High School buildings, and recom- 
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mend to their successors in office the continued use of 
the system, as being more economical in point of 
expense and fully equal in results to other methods 
heretofore adopted by the Board. 

The imperfect ventilation which formerly existed in 
the Newberry and Moseley School buildings, has, 
during the past year, been remedied by the introduc- 
tion of what is known as direct, indirect steampipe 
radiation, placed in each class room of said buildings. 

The heating and ventilation of the following school 
buildings have also been perfected during the past 
year by the introduction of the Ruttan Furnace Sys- 
tem : Burr, Vedder Street, Pearson Street, Polk 
Street, West Fourteenth Street, and Cottage Grove, 
old building. 

The Elizabeth Street School building, formerly 
heated by stoves placed in each class room, the imper- 
fect ventilation of which so much complaint was justly 
made, has also during the year been provided with 
better facilities for heat and ventilation. 

RENTED BUILDINGS. 

In addition to the premises rented and occupied for 
school purposes at the beginning of the School Year, 
the Board have since authorized the leasing of addi- 
tional room for use of the Branch of the Ogden School 
in the North Clark Street Turner Hall building, and 
for Branches of the Carpenter and Clarke Schools 
rooms in the church buildings on the corners of 
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Center Avenue and Huron Street, and Ashland 
Avenue and Hastings Street, respectively. 

The following rented premises have been vacated 
during the past year, being no longer required for 
school purposes: 

Church basement, Lawndale, closed on opening of Lawndale School bldg. 
Store, 696 S. Halsted Street, closed on opening of new Walsh School bldg. 
Bohemian Hall, Eighteenth Street, \ j closed on opening of Longfellow 
Store, 518 Centre Avenue, f i School buildhig.

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 

Improvements and additions of a permanent char- 
acter have been made during the year to school 
buildings, as follows : 

Construction of pupils' water closets, on approved 
principles, in the basements of the Foster, Holden 
and Carpenter School buildings. 
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Removal of old stairways, &c., in the Scammon 
and Moseley School buildings, and construction of 
new stairways and landings in said buildings. 

Laying new floors in Scammon School building. 

Fitting up additional class rooms in basements of the 
Sheldon, Franklin, and Headley School buildings. 

Putting in two additional windows in the first story 
of the Douglas School, to improve the lighting of the 
center class rooms ; also, providing stone tablets for 
name and date of erection, and setting same in place 
in front of said building. 

Construction of street curb walls in front of the 
Throop, Longfellow, Newberry, and Pearson Street 
School lots. 

Filling and grading with earth the following school 
lots: Walsh, Lawndale, Longfellow, Sangamon St., 
Foster, Holden, Ward, Pickard, North Division High, 
Hayes, and Lincoln Street. 

Coating with cinders the lots of the Walsh, Long- 
fellow, Sangamon Street, Lincoln Street, Foster. 
Pickard, and West Jackson Street School buildings. 

Construction of fences and sidewalks enclosing the 
lots of the Walsh, Lawndale, Longfellow, Sangamon 
Street, and North and South Division High Schools. 

Recoating the composition and felt roofs of the 
Kinzie and Franklin School buildings. 

Paintifig the tin roofs of the Carpenter, Clarke, 
Sheldon, Dore, Skinner, Wells, and Holden School 
buildings. 
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Laying new shingle roof on the Scammon School 
(old Normal) building. 

Under this head, many of the improvements sug- 
gested by the Building Inspectors of the city at the 
time of the inspection of all school buildings, under 
orders from the Board, have been made, and the 
buildings are now reasonably secure in the event of 
a panic from fire or other sudden emergency. 

GENERAL REPAIRS. 

A very large amount of repairs to buildings and 
grounds have been made during the year, consisting 
in part, of painting the exterior surfaces of the Car- 
penter, Cottage Grove, Dore, Douglas, Holden, Lin- 
coln, Lincoln Street, Newberry, Pearson Street, Polk 
Street and Skinner School buildings. 

Calcimining the interior plastered surfaces of the 
Armour Street, Burr, Carpenter, Cottage Grove, 
Douglas, Elizabeth Street, Holden, Huron Street, 
Moseley, Newberry, Oak Street, Oakley, Pickard, 
Raymond, Sangamon Street, Scammon, Ward, Wells, 
and West Thirteenth Street School buildings. 

Repairing the roofs of the Pickard, Polk Street, 
Third Avenue, Lincoln Street, Walsh, and Hayes 
School buildings. 

Rebuilding the fences and sidewalks of the Brown, 
Calumet Avenue, Dore, Douglas, Foster, Hayes, 
Holden, Jones, Kinzie, Newberry, Pearson Street. 
Polk Street, Throop, Washington, Wells, and Went- 
worth Avenue School buildings. 
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Repairing plastering in the Franklin, Elizabeth 
Street, Oak Street, Cottage Grove, Douglas, Foster, 
Kinzie, Division and Cleaver Street, Brighton, Scam- 
mon, Moseley, Lincoln Street, Polk Street, Pearson 
Street, and West Fourteenth Street School buildings. 

Your Committee possess the satisfaction of believ- 
ing that the present general state of repair of all the 
school buildings and the condition of the grounds to 
be such as to leave no reasonable ground for complaint. 

Finally, your Committee desire to bear testimony 
to the Board of the faithful service and respectful 
demeanor of the Business Agent while the Committee 
were in discharge of their labors. He has always 
been attentive, having the best interests of the Board 
uppermost in his thoughts ; and whatever the neces- 
sities requiring his services, has invariably been at 
his post, and never found wanting. Your Committee 
have reason to be well satisfiecj and thankful for the 
valuable assistance rendered, and hereby tender M. B. 
Hicks, Business Agent, their sincere thanks and best 
wishes. We feel assured that we leave with our suc- 
cessors a man who will be an affable associate and a 
valuable assistant in relieving them of many perplexi- 
ties that the Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
must necessarily encounter.

EVENING- SCHaDLS. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago : 

Gentlemen: The sessions of the Evening Schools 
were commenced on Monday, October 2d, 1882. 
Classes were formed at the Kinzie and Newberry 
School buildings, in the North Division of the city; 
in the Jones and Ward School buildings, in the South 
Division, a room was also furnished free of cost to 
the Board at the corner of Cottage Grove Avenue 
and Thirtieth Street, and a class was formed at the 
News-Boys' Home ; in the West Division, classes 
were formed in the Scammon, Foster, Throop, Pick- 
ard. King, Wells, and Sangamon Street School build- 
ings. 

The Cottage Grove School, located at the corner of 
Cottage Grove Ave. and Thirtieth St. was opened at 
the beginning of the second week, October 9th, and 
was closed Tuesday, November 28th, remaining in 
session but about seven weeks. The school in the 
Throop School building was opened at the beginning 
of the fourth week, October 23d; and that at the 
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Pickard School building was opened at the beginning- 
of the fifth week, November 3d. The schools in the 
Ward and King School buildings were closed at the 

« 

end of the twelfth week, December 2 2d. The remain- 
ing schools, except the school at the News-Boys' 
Home, continued in session till February 9th, 1883, 
making, for those opened October 2, a session of 
seventeen weeks. The school at the News-Boys' 
Home held four sessions per week till February 9th, 
and was after that time continued till April 12, hold- 
ing two sessions per week.

The work in the Evening High School differs from 
that of the other Evening Schools, as the instruction 
in each of the different branches pursued is not given 
every evening during the week, consequently all the 
pupils who are members of the school are not ex- 
pected to be present every evening.

From the above statement it will be seen that the 
average attendance of pupils is about twenty-five per 
cent, of the total enrollment, one year reaching as 
high as thirty-three per cent. There are various 
causes for this small percentage of average attend- 
ance, the main one being, that quite a large number 
come for a few evenings at the opening of the schools 
in the Fall out of mere curiosity, but when they find 
that it involves study and work they drop out; others, 
no doubt, begin with the intention of continuing 
through the session, but after a few weeks trial they 
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find it hard to add, regularly, an evening of study after 
a day, perhaps, of close confinement and hard labor, 
especially in the severe winter weather when the mer- 
cury for several evenings in succession ranges in the 
vicinity of zero, involving in many instances a long 
walk to the nearest school. There is still another class, 
consisting of foreigners, many of them adults, and 
many who are perhaps well educated in their native 
language, but who are desirous of acquiring a knowl- * 
edge of the construction and pronunciation of the 
English language. This class attends regularly, is 
studious and diligent, and jnakes rapid progress ; but 
having, after a few weeks or perhaps two or three 
months of close application, overcome the main diffi- 
culties in their way, and becoming able to read with 
some degree of readiness .the daily newspaper and 
other publications, they withdraw from the school. 
In schools where there is a sufficient number of any 
particular nationality. Teachers are appointed who 
understand both the English language and the lan- 
guage of the members composing the class.

To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Gentlemen : Your Committee on German presents 
herewith their report for the year ending June 30th, 
1883: 

The past scholastic year has again shown the great 
interest taken in the study of German, and, without 
exaggeration, we are justified in saying that never 
before, since the study was introduced in our schools, 
has it been attended with so much success as during 
the year 1882-1883. An examination of the statistics 
of this department will prove this assertion. 

During the year, instruction in the language has 
been introduced into the Oakley, Throop, Holden, 
Wallace Street and Walsh Schools, thus leaving only 
the following Grammar Schools in which German 
is not taught, — the West Jackson Street, Central 
Park and Lawndale Schools. These last named 
schools have very small Grammar Departments, num- 
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bering in all about 250 pupils. We are glad to 
state that German is now taught in all of our larger 
Grammar Schools. Considering this fact we would 
recommend in this connection that the provision in our 
Rules (Sect. 57, Part III.), requiring a petition of one 
hundred parents of pupils in a school district for the 
introduction of German, be dispensed with and that 
German be in that respect put on the same basis with 
the other two optional studies, Drawing and Vocal 
Music, viz : that the pupils in all Grammar Schools to 
be opened hereafter shall have the privilege of study- 
ing German. 

The total number of pupils enrolled in the 290 
classes which were formed was 6,182 against 5,322 
during the preceding year, an increase of 860 pupils. 
Of this number 456 belonged to the High School, and 
5,726 to the Grammar Grades. In the latter number 
the Holden, Wallace Street and Walsh Schools are 
not included, since the study was not taught in them, 
until September, 1883, when they opened with 400 . 
pupils. According to our rules the study is optional 
and pupils can even get a permit to discontinue 
German during each Term by applying to the Super- 
intendent. Notwithstanding this doubtful privilege, 
only 154 pupils availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of asking to be excused, a fact that will strik- 
ingly show the growing popularity of the study.

All these highly satisfactory results are largely due 
to the method which is followed by our teachers. Un- 
like the method in former years when reading, transla- 
tion and grammar occupied the greater part of the time. 



n 
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practice i. e. speaking and writing German has been 
made the main object. Starting from the established 
principle that proficiency in the use of any living 
language depends in the first place upon frequent and 
intelligent practice therein, our teachers have been 
instructed to make good use of all opportunities avail- 
able for speaking German. Instead of beginning the 
study with the ABC, the pupil is obliged to speak 
German and to express himself in German. Oral les- 
sons, similar to the language lessons that are now 
given in English, are exclusively practiced in the 
beginning; they are given in a systematic manner by 
means of a picture and of different objects in the 
school-room. It is only after the pupils have obtained 
a certain degree of knowledge in the use of the lan- 
guage, that writing and reading of script is begun; 
next German print reading is introduced, and in 
teaching reading print, not only correct and fluent 
reading and translation of the same is kept in mind, 
but comprehension ofeverythingthatis read, by means 
of answers to questions asked by the teacher, is aimed 
at. This method is the only true natural method of 
teaching any living language. It, of course, demands 
much more work and careful study on the part of the 
teacher than in former times when teaching with the 
text-book made it comparatively easy for her, but we 
are glad to state that all our teachers have enthusiasti- 
cally adopted this new method, being thoroughly con- 
vinced of their being amply rewarded by the results 
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they obtain and by the increased interest taken by the 
pupils in the study. We are confident that in the near 
ftiture the Board will be so much impressed by the 
great benefit derived fi-om this study that the sugges- 
tion of introducing the study into the two highest 
Primary Grades will meet with general approval. 

Following their custom of the past three years, the 
parents of pupils studying German in the Pickard 
School, this year also presented prizes to those of the 
pupils showing the greatest proficiency in the study of 
the language. 

For the Kinzie School, Mr. Washington Hesing 
kindly sent the sum of fifty dollars to be applied to the 
purchase of books for needy children attending this 
school and to the awarding of prizes for excellence in 
German, 

Your Committee, in referring to the elaborate re- 
port of the Superintendent, Mr. Howland, cannot but 
admit that the results so far obtained by the introduc- 
tion of the study of the German language in the 
Public Schools of this city have proved very satisfac- 
tory and highly encouraging, and will tend to dispel 
the erroneous impressions entertained by many sin- 
cere opponents, who have been wont to look upon the 
introduction of a foreign language into the Course 
of Study as inimical to the interests of the public 
school system, by detracting too much of the time 
and attention of the pupil from the regular course of 
studies, and by incurring an unnecessary outlay of the 
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school money. Both objections have been fairly and 
squarely met, and we trust have been conquered and 
overcome in a gratifying manner. 

These results are accomplished in spite of the 
serious drawback that tuition in German commences 
in the Fifth Grade, whereas, to obtain the best results, 
it ought to be introduced into the Third Grade, the 
oral method being preferable, teaching the pupil as it 
were, in a playful manner, to speak the language 
before entering upon the more intricate parts of writ- 
ing and grammar. Such a course is hereby recom- 
mended, and will no doubt, in conjunction with proper 
care and such skillful tuition as under the able super- 
intendence of Dr. Zimmermann we now can proudly 
boast of, tend to make the study of the German 
language a permanent feature of our public school 
system.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 



ON 



nEAF MUTE SCHDDLS. 



To the Board of Education of the City of Chicago: 

Gentlemen: The Committee on Deaf Mute 
Schools would respectfully report that the work in 
the Deaf Mute Schools, during the past school year, 
has not been very materially different from that of 
past years. 

The studies pursued at the different schools have 
been the same as during the preceding year, except 
that the study of Elementary Geography has been 
added in the Third Avenue, Division and Cleaver 
Street, and Menominee Street (now the Sheldon) 
Schools. Many difficulties are encountered in teach- 
ing mutes this branch, especially such as have re- 
sided all their life-time in the city, many of whom 
perhaps have never been in the country, and if so, 
only in that portion in the immediate vicinity of the 
city, which has no variety of hill and valley and 
mountain. They can conceive of hills or mountains 
only in comparison with an elevation of ground to the 
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height of a house-top or of a church steeple. The 
same difficulties occur in their conception of distances. 
To the mute, the only way appears to be, to begin 
with the school building and grounds, and thence lead 
them on from school and home surroundings to the 
country around them. 

Owing to the constant repetition and review neces- 
sary in the instruction of this class of pupils, in order 
to lay a good ground work upon which to build, the 
text-book in most cases becomes tedious and irksome 
to them; and if the books, especially for those pupils 
who are going over the first elementary work in the 
school, could be properly graded and issued in parts 
instead of in one large book covering the entire 
ground, it would aid very much in increasing the 
interest in their studies. The advantage of books 
issued in this manner was exemplified when the Model 
First Reader was used. This book was issued in 
three parts, and also in one book entire; some pupils 
supplied themselves with the book entire and others 
procured the book in parts, as needed, and it was 
found that those pupils who had the book in parts 
studied with more interest and with better results 
than those who had the book complete, for the reason 
that in the one case they took up a book which was 
entirely new to them, while in the other they had 
already seen what was in the advanced parts, and 
when they came to take up the advanced books the 
matter had become stale. The Principal suggests that 
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if it were possible to take up the elementary books of 
more than one Series of Readers the interest would 
be very much increased, and also that an Arithmetic 
published in parts would serve their purpose more 
effectively. 

The lessons in Morals and Manners given on Friday 
afternoons, upon which pupils are questioned the 
following Monday, which was alluded to in the last 
annual report of the Committee, has been continued 
during the past year with marked success, arid a great 
degree of interest has been manifested by the pupils. 
These lessons, properly conducted, beginning as they 
do at the very earliest period of study, will no doubt 
aid very much in supplementing the intellectual train- 
ing which these pupils receive, and will make them 
better fitted for the future duties of life. 

The class in Articulation has been continued during 
the year, in. charge of Miss Grace D. Emery, one of 
the regular teachers, with a fair degree of success. 
Many of the pupils, however, composing the class, 
manifest an aversion to this method of instruction, and 
it is with difficulty that they can be persuaded to con- 
tinue members of the class. This method of instruc- 
tion, however, is not intended to take the place of the 
Manual System, but merely as an additional feature 
of instruction for those who can pursue it with any 
degree of advantage. It is not supposed that it can, 
in any event, supplant the Manual System for the 
mass of deaf mute children. 
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The only change in the corps of teachers has* been 
in the case of Mr. D. Webster George, teacher of the 
Menominee Street School, who resigned Sept. i8th, 
1882, to accept a position as teacher in the State 
Institution at Jacksonville. The vacancy was filled by 
the appointment of Mr. Lars M. Larsen, who has 
proved a very faithful and efficient successor to Mr. 
George. 

The owner of the premises occupied by the Meno- 
minee Street School having given the Board notice 
that he desired possession by April 1st, it was found 
that a very comfortable room could be provided for 
the class attending this school in the basement of the 
Sheldon School building, corner of State and Elm 
Streets. This room affords much more comfortable 
and convenient quarters than the rented room, and 
the teacher and pupils are much pleased with the 
change.

The pupil who left the Advanced Class, left to accept 
a position as lamplighter, in order to aid his parents 
in earning money to raise a mortgage on their home. 
He left at the close of the Fall Term of 1882. He 
had been a member of the class for over eight years, 
and was nearly fitted to enter the Deaf Mute College 
at Washington, D. C. 

The pupil who left the Scammon School was 
obliged to leave in order to aid her parents. She 
was fifteen years of age, with no education. 

The two who left the Third Avenue School were 
also obliged to leave by reason of their parents being 
unable to keep them at school. Both have again re- 
entered since the opening of the schools in September,. 
1883, and are attending with more regularity than 
before. In the case of one of them, provision had to 
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be made from outside sources to procure clothing 
and pay car- fare one way to the school. 

The three who left the Division and Cleaver Street 
School were boys who had been attending the Oral 
School for Deaf Mutes near Detroit, they entered the 
Division and Cleaver Street School in January, 1883, 
and remained till near the close of the Winter Term. 

From the above table, it will be seen that the per 
cent, of attendance for all the schools for the year is a 
little over 71, which is a very fair record of attendance 
when it is considered that the schools are quite distant 
from the homes of some of the pupils, that, as a class, 
they are not of rugged constitution, and that the 
winter of 1882-83 was an unusually severe one.
